"Washington, Dec. •!.—President Wil- 


son, in his message to Congress today, 
declared lh.it a state of war between 
the United States and Austria existed. 
The message did not, .however, Impli- 
cate Turkey and Bulgaria as being na- 
tions on whom an Immediate slate of 
war was to be declared. 


Immediate war against Austria, the 


President toid Congress, was necessary 
to meet the anomalous situation the 
United Slates faces in the war with 
Germany, even though Austria is not 
her own mistress. The President spoke 
of Austria as merely a part of Ger- 
many. 


•The same logic, the President said, 


will lead to war with Turkey and Bul- 
garia, hut they don't stand in the way 
of tho United States In Its wnr against 
Prussian autocracy.

'I shall not go back to debate the 
iscs of the war. ' The.

grave scrutiny, our object and meas-
